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1. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 4-19 been renumbered 5-20. Furthermore applicants have 
not used the current claim status identifier with the claims and in the future such status" 
identifier will be treated as non-compliant and the amendment won't be entered. A 
claim being amended is identified as "currently amended". A previously amended claim 
is identified as "previously presented". 

2. Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 6. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. . 
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Since claim 15 already sets forth "an inward ridge", by claiming " pronounced 
inward ridge" in claim 17, applicants are in effect claiming two inward ridges in the grip 
recess, one being more pronounced than the other. However there doesn't appear to 
be any description or showing in the drawings of a grip recess with two inward ridges 
and it isn't clear how the more prominent one is to be disposed in the recess in relation 
to the first inward ridge (the less prominent ridge). Since applicants appear to be relying 
on claim 15 as the more generic of the two claims applicants need to properly relate the 
pronounced inward ridge in claim 17 to the inward ridge already set forth in claim 15 as 
shown in the drawings. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-15 and 18-20 are allowed while claim 4 has been canceled.
